The foregoing request 
is consistent with 1 156 OG 53 in that the request includes a statement from the practitioner 
stating that the Office Action was not received by the practitioner and attesting to the fact that a 
search of the file jacket and docket records indicates that the Office Action was not received, and 
a copy of the docket record where the non-received Office Action would have been entered had it 
been received and docketed is attached to and referenced in practitioner's statement.
